hi Middletowu, Conn.-then known by The lndia~i.au.e Muitnbosctt or 
Alattaheseek,— is that contained in Hartford, Conn, records, as follows: 
"Join. Savage of Hartford was married to Elizabeth Pi,!.!.;.. y° teutll 

ll.o name of Ins wife is Dublin in Middletowu Land lleconls and the 
family Uecords ; by the marriage record itappears as Dubbin. Presumably 
this is a corruption of D'Anbin, to-day commonly written Aubin, one of 
the many patronymics derived from the n.nno of Sto. Aubin (latuw Albinos), 
Inshop of Antwerp I„ 1707, John Dublin petitioned the General Assembly 
ot Uliode Island that he might receive some allowance for the shot he re- 
ceived in Ins head while engaged with Col. John Wanton, in the capture of 
t rench pnvateers. He alleges that by this wound he lost one of his eyes. 
1 lie Assembly " seriously considering his condition and willing to eucourVe 
sucl. that are willing to defend Her Majesty's interest in this Colony" 
\ote< inn four pounds a year for five years; and, in 1720, the Assembly 
voted bun the same pension during his natural life. This is in evidence of 
the spelling of the name, as John was contemporary with Mrs. Suvu-e and 
might have been a nephew. • 0 , 

Whence John Savage ca.ne, where and when he landed in America, are 
alike unknown to his descendants. As few besides Englishmen were then 
in Now England, it is probable that he came from England to the Massa- 
chusetts Bay Colony and thence removed to Hartford. The spelli..* 0 f the 
name is various. Hon. R. 11. Hiuwan, long Secretary of State in Connecti- 
cut, and well informed as to the early settlers, says: "Savage, Savi,l»e, 
i>ava.lge, John of Middletown was made free at Hartford, 18 May 1G54 " 
His will is signed "John Sauidg" though, in the declaration with which 
that instrument opens, it is written " Sauedg." The same uncertainty 
exists elsewhere, lu England, the common spelling is Savage, from the 
time of Henry V. In France, at Bayeux, Normandy, and at Poictiers, 
aauvage prevails. In Canada, where a numerous population of aboriginal 
extraction exists, the French spelling is followed. Little signilicance, how- 
ever, in tins case, attaches to difference in spelling, as, in the seventeenth 
century, the name applied to members of the Massachusetts family, in the 
public records of that Colony, was written Savadge, Savidge, Snvige, and 
Sauage, as well as Savage. A very old blazon of arms, whose history is 
unknown identical with the arms of Savage, of Rock Savage, County of 
Uiester, England, is preserved in the family, members of which, like the 
Massachusetts brauch, have inherited a tradition of kinship to the titled 
family iu Cheshire.

In the war between the United Colonies and Great liritam, which cub 
r,i.,:.u-J in American iu.lepenile.ice, this family of Savage sustained an 
•k..„.«,l.lc iKirt, whicli is worthy of mention and will be of interest to its 
»«H,t members. There were living, at the opening of hostilities m 177o, 
U far as it appears of record, twenty-eight males between the ages of fifteen 
ti.il fixty vears, and thirty-nine males between the ages of eleven and sixty 
,,,r. (if this latter number sixteen had not attained the age ot twenty 
, rnr .. The State records of Connecticut, Massachusetts and Vermont am 
ihc I'nited States pension rolls bear the names of twenty-eight, and published 
hi„»ri. s and family papers the names of three others, constituting a com- 
bine! list of thirty-one members of the family, who were Revolutionary 
,o|.lie,s. Some may have rendered service to the American cause, 
concerning which no information lias been obtained, ami whereof, it way 
h*. no public records exist; while others by age. infirmity, sickness or 
other cause may have been incapable of military duty. lhe list is pre- 
pared without special effort, from materials already at hand, and might 
doubtless be lengthened by further search and correspondence. 

At Hunker Hill, Quebec, Long Island, the Evacuation ol New York, White 
riains, in the campaign against Hurgoync at Brandy wine, Germantown, 
II.-i.ih Heights, Saratoga, Valley Forge, Monmouth and elsewhere during 
iho struggle, the family was represented with a creditable record of service. 
I'aplain Abijuh Savage, a soldier of the French and Indian War, wits 
uiioue tho tirst to respond to the call to arras. As lieutenant, he was m 
Arnold's expedition against Canada, for a time commander ot his company, 
w ii taken prisoner and exchanged, re-entered the army, was made captain, 
«inl nerved nearly to the end of the war refusing further promotion. He 
«m an otlicer iu the guard ol Lafayette, and, on the visit of that illustrious 
cciioral to this country, entertaiued him as his guest. Nathaniel Savage 
ami Jacob Savage were both captured by the enemy; the former escaped 
from the Jersey prison ship across the ice on Long Island Sound. Josiali 
S«va«e, a mere youth, was also a prisoner and escaped, being aided and, 
tlireefed to the American lines by a compassionate British olhcer. the 
nnoriet.ee of Joel Savage was marked by thrilling adventure. Alter 
terving about three years, while on the way to tort Stanw.x up the Mo- 
hawk Valley, he was taken captive by the Indians in a fight wherein only 
Irru American soldiers escaped with life, and compelled to run the gauntlet. 
He was then made a prisoner by the British uud earned to Canada, ami 
kept fifteen months till the close of the contest. The journal of Corporal 
Cidcon Savage at Valley Korge, in the possession of descendants ; the ex- 
ploits of Cupula Samuel Stow Savage, who headed his countrymen against 
luva.h-rs in Vermont; the incidents of the ministry of Dr. Solomon Savage 
to the invalid and wounded; the narration of the duties, hardships, valor 
and patriotism of others; these would form an interesting chapter of tho 
fuaiily story.

THOMAS SAYAGE, of the ancient and noble Norman family of Savage, 
or Le Sauvage, as the Noruiaus wrote it, came into England with the army 
of the Conqueror A. D. 1060 and settled in Derbyshire. Ills Dame appears 
in the lists of the Normans, who survived the Battle of Hastings. From 
Derbyshire the family branched out into several Eugllsh counties, aud, in 
1177, into Ulster, Ireland, in the person of William Savage, one of twenty- 
two Knights in the train of De Oourcy. 

"In England the Savages became the owners of extensive estates, held 
high olllces, contracted noble ulliaueus, distinguished themselves at decisive 
political conjunctures, amassed great wealth, attached themselves to suc- 
cessive uionarchs, were advanced to various dignities, aud the Viscounts 
Savage and Earls ltivers transmitted royal blood to their descendants. 
The family contributed Its Bhare of Illustrious men to the stutc. to anna, 
to the church, to literature. Their names are found among the Crusaders, 
among the warriors knighted at the Siege of Caerlaverock, among the 
Knights and Esquires who fought at Agincourt. 

''Sir Arnold Savage, Iu Henry IV'8 time, whs twice speaker of the English 
House of Commons; Sir John Savage, commanding the left wing of Rich- 
mond's army at the victory of Bosworth Field, helped very materially to 
establish the House of Tudor on the English throne ; Thomas Savage, iu 
the following reign, was Bishop of Iiochester, of Loudon, and ultimately 
Archbishop of \ork; and the world of letters has been enriched froui the 
Savage 6tock by the poet, Richard Savage, the poet, Walter Savage Laiidor 
aud the poet, Alfred Lord Tennyson." 

"The armorial bearings of the family of Savage, (Scarclifle, Stuinesby 
and Kock Savage) were six lioueels (or lions) rampant sable, three, two 
and one, armed aud luugued gules, on a Held urgeut." "The crest, a lion's 
jaiube armed gules, ppr. rising out of a ducal corouct, or." 

"The supporters of the Havuge shield are, Dexter, a falcon billed, or; Sin- 
ister, an uuieorn argent. These supporters are interesting, for, according to 
Sir Bernard Burke, Ulster Kiug-of-Arins, the Savages or Cheshire are one 
of the few distinguished bouses that, as couunouers, are by prescriptive 
ripht entitled to use supporters to their coat of arms. The motto of the 
Cheshire Savages is 'A te pro te.' "
